He believes, 
however, that the opening to trade of 
new districts on the Yellow river and 
the reduction of duties at Canton will 
result in some increase.

large amount of correspondence, and 
the extent of the state’s generosify to 
indigent old soldiers has remained a 
matter of conjecture. 
No state has 
more fully realized the debt it owes to 
the old soldiers who fought in the 
rebellion. 
Under

law county 
boards are requested to levy a tax of 
one-fifth 
of 
a 
m ill upon the tax­ 
able property of their respective coun­ 
ties. or if that is in 
their judgment 
inadequate for the purpose, a tax not 
exceeding two-fifths of a mill to create 
a fund for the “ relief of indigent or 
needy Ut i rn soldiers sailors and mar­ 
ines and the indigent or needy wives, 
widows and minor children of indi­ 
gent or deceased union soldiers, sail­ 
ors and marines.”

To day 
no one know s much 
more in regard to 
its origin, discov­ 
ery and first 
uso 
than does the super­ 
stitious Parsee,w ho 
w ill not approach 
the sacred flames (and to him all flames 
are sacred) w ith o u t w earing a mask 
6ver his m outh for fear th a t his breath 
will poison the divine element. 
One of the m ost rem arkable of the 
Am erican Indian fire legends is th a t 
of the lites. 
T hey tell of a tim e in the 
rem ote past w hen all the world. and 
the bites in particular, wTere w ithout 
fire and shivering w ith cold. 
One day 
a spark fell from heaven and was 
cau g h t in th e beak of a ta lk in g bird, 
an operation which, of course, sm oth­ 
ered the fire. 
The bird w as one of the 
m igratory species, and to m ake good 
the loss, told an old chief w hat fire 
was, and w here it could be obtainfd. 
The place the bird told of was far to 
the south of the Ute country, b u t it 
was decided to station braves a t the 
distance of “ one ru n ” apart, and in 
this w ay attem p t to bring a lighted 
torch from th e land of the “ fire peo­ 
ple.” 
The em issary sent on this im p o rtan t 
mission provided him self w ith an in­ 
destructible torch, in the shape of a 
headdress m ade of eagle plumes. 
He 
th en stationed his m en a t the distance 
of one ru n a p a rt along the entire route 
from th e U te country to the “ land of 
fire. ” 
The U te found the fire people danc­ 
ing around a sacred flame, which issued 


whale was once washed ashore during 
a hurricane. 
The m onster became en­ 
tangled in a grove of tallow trees (a 
species of evergreen whose branches 
easily ignite) and, while gnashing his 
teeth in his im potent rage, struck off a 
spark w hich lighted the grove and con­ 
sumed both trees and whale. 
Fires 
w hich are said to have been perpet­ 
uated since the day of the “G reat 
W hale F ire” may yet be seen in many 
of the islands. 
The other legend is to the effect th at 
a great air dragon (probably lig h t­ 
ning) breathed on a tallow tree and 
set its branches on fire. 
From tho 
coals of this tree they learned the 
value of fire, and have ever since used 
the elem ent for domestic purposes and 
in their religious rites. 
Thej7 also have a tradition th a t the 
tim e w ill come w hen the dragon w ill 
retu rn for the fire and th a t no m an 
w ill be able to w ithstand him and save 
the sacred spark except he be a person 
born w ith pink eyes, fair skin and 
white hair.

The corners of the die 
are carved, and on the front of this 
stone is cut in four-inch raised pol­ 
ished letters, ‘‘Carter Harrison, 1825- 
1893.” Otherwise the entire surface is 
plainly hammered.
